HOW THE PRINCIPLES OF MODERN DAY GENETICS ARE APPLIED 
TO ORCHID BREEDING 

All living things, both plant and animal, have the same mechanism of inheritance. In each 
cell of a plant or animal regardless of what organ it might be in, there is that individual basic 
number of chromosomes. The chromosomes in turn are made up of genes. The genes are the 
characteristics of the individual. At the time a cross is made half of the chromosomes are in- 
herited by the progeny from either parent. Except for environmental influences every charac- 
teristic of a plant is the result of inheritance from the parents. 

In recent years this fact has almost universally been accepted by orchid growers. Pro- 
gressive orchid growers have also found that there is a relationship between a certain genetic 
structure and superior quality. It has been proven that most of todays fine Cymbidiums are 
triploids. The normal number of chromosomes in Cymbidiums is 40. Cymbidium Alexanderi, 
“Westonbirt, however, is what is known as a tetraploid — that is, it has twice the normal num- 
ber of chromosomes, or 80. Now, when Alexanderi, ‘Westonbirt, or any other tetraploid, is 
crossed with a diploid (40 chromosomes), half of each parents chromosomes are given to the 
progeny, or a total of 60. Plants with this count are called triploids. Triploids, for reasons not 
well understood, are noted for their fine vigor, fine flowers, and free blooming qualities. Most 
crosses that we raise at Stewarts are triploids; however, tetraploid and diploid crosses are also 
raised in limited quantity. Tetraploids are extremely valuable for breeding and diploid hybrids 
of finest parents are extremely valuable for their high color. While triploids are clearly the 
most satisfactory type for many reasons, they are of little if any value as a parent because they 
are almost completely sterile. Even when they do give seed due to the uneven inheritance of 
chromosomes, the resultant seedlings are mostly poor growers, many dying at an early age. 

Laboratory Control 

As certain genetic structure is so important in assuring maximum quality, all crosses made 
at Stewarts are made from laboratory checked parents along genetically sound principles. 
Plants from each batch of seedlings are counted to see if their chromosome counts are accord- 
ing to the calculations for the cross. Before a parent is used we determine its chromosome struc- 
ture. These counts are made by skilled technicians using a high powered microscope that costs 
thousands of dollars.
